Rescuers  battle  snow 
to  save  trapped  people 

SARAJEVO,  Yugoslavia  (UPI) — Rescuers  dug 
through  snowdrifts  16  feet  high  outside  the  Yugos¬ 
lav  capital  Sunday  to  reach  1,500  people  trapped  in 
cars  by  blizzards  that  have  killed  at  least  four  peo¬ 
ple  and  disrupted  the  Winter  Olympics. 

More  than  10,000  people  have  been  rescued  since 
blizzards  driven  by  hurricane-force  winds  swept 
through  Yugoslavia  on  Thursday,  wreaking  havoc 
with  air,  rail  and  road  traffic  in  most  of  the  country, 
police  said. 

Snow  fell  for  60  hours  in  Sarajevo,  site  of  the 
Winter  Games,  forcing  repeated  delays  of  the 
Alpine  skiing  events. 

Snowstorms  raged  on  the  mountains  Sunday  and 
officials  admitted  considering  running  the  Olym¬ 
pics  into  overtime  —  something  which  has  not  hap¬ 
pened  in  52  years. 

Football  deaths  lowest 
since  1931,  study  states 

CHAPEL  HILL,  N.C.  (UPI)  —  Thirteen  high 
school  and  college  football  players  died  in  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  in  1983  and  12  were  permanently  para¬ 
lyzed,  according  to  a  study  conducted  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  North  Carolina. 

Four  of  the  deaths  —  all  among  high  school  play¬ 
ers  —were  directly  blamed  on  injuries  suffered 
during  play,  the  study  shows. 

The  number  of  direct  deaths  matches  the  lowest 
total  reported  since  records  on  football  deaths  were 
first  kept  in  1931.  As  recently  as  1974,  11  high 
school  and  college  students  died  from  on-the-field 
injuries  before  rules  were  adopted  banning  spear¬ 
ing  —  the  use  of  the  head  as  the  initial  point  of 
contact.

In  Nicaragua,  Sandinista  Junta  Coordinator 
Daniel  Ortega  traveled  to  Moscow  on  Saturday  to 
attend  funeral  services  for  the  late  Soviet  leader 
Yuri  Andropov,  saying  his  country  “has  lost  a  great 
friend.”

ATLANTA  (UPI)  —  Former  Vice  President 
Walter  Mondale  has  a  2-1  lead  over  Sen.  John  Glenn 
in  the  South  but  President  Reagan  would  sweep  the 
region  against  either  Democratic  contender,  a  new 
poll  shows. 

right  now  is  an  election  dominated  by  two  people,” 
pollster  Claiboume  Darden  said.  “Mondale  domin¬ 
ates  the  Democrats  but  then  Reagan  dominates 
Mondale.  It’s  not  close  anywhere. 

“If  the  election  doesn’t  get  much  closer,”  he  said, 
“it’s  going  to  be  as  much  ftin  as  watching  pine  trees 
grow.” 

Darden  Research  Corp.  questioned  1,000  people 
in  nine  Southern  states  during  the  final  week  of 
January  and  first  week  of  February.  The  states 
surveyed  were  Virginia,  the  Carolinas,  Georgia, 
Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi  Lousiana  and  Ten¬ 
nessee. 

“Head  to  head,  Reagan  vs.  Mondale,  it’s  Reagan 
61.1  percent  and  Mondale  35.1  —  a  26-point  lead,” 
said  Darden.  “Reagan  totally  annihilates  John 
Glenn,  68.6  to  26.7  —  a  41.9  percent  lead.  ‘Annihi¬ 
lates’  may  be  a  soft  word.”

SALMON,  Idaho  (UPI)  — The  Sal¬ 
mon  River  near  Salmon  dropped  be¬ 
low.  flood  stage  for  the  first  time  in 
nearly  three  weeks  this  weekend,  but 
authorities  are  warning  residents  to 
continue  their  watch  for  rapidly  rising 
water. 

The  National  Weather  Service, 
lifted  its  flood  warning  for  Salmon  on 
Saturday  when  the  Salmon  River 
level  receded  to  6  lh  feet  —  a  half  foot 
below  flood  stage,  forecasters  said. 

But  NWS  officials  said  an  ice  jam  in 
the  Salmon  River  remains  2  V2  miles 
upstream  that  could  shift  or  clog  and 
cause  more  flooding. 


In  addition,  NWS  forecaster  Mark 
Mollner  said  a  quick  warming  trend 
could  cause  excessive  melting  and 
send  the  river  over  its  banks- again. 

“Persons  along  the  Salmon  River 
should  not  presume  that  because  the 
water  level  is  dropping  off  that  the 
threat  of  flooding  is  ended,”  said  a 
statement  issued  by  NWS. 

Salmon  Search  and  Rescue,  the 
organization  that  has  been  monitor¬ 
ing  the  Salmon  and  Lemhi  rivers 
since  flooding  began  Jan.  19.,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  patrol  the  rivers,  said  Search 
and  Rescue  Commander  Gordon 
Wothe.

Darden  said  the  gap  normally  narrows  toward 
November  but  noted  that  41.5  percent  of  those 
surveyed  believe  Republicans  did  a  better  job  run¬ 
ning  the  country,  while  only  33.7  percent  said  a 
Democrat  in  the  White  House  could  improve 
things. 

O  “That’s  an  unbelievable  margin,”  said  Darden. 

Although  two-thirds  of  the  Southerners  sur¬ 
veyed  said  they  were  Democrats,  Darden  said 
Reagan’s  approval  ratings  were  high.  He  said  a 
substantial  majority  of  voters  in  the  South  said 
they  consider  themselves  better  off  now  than  they 
were  four  years  ago. 

The  poll  showed  56.4  percent  of  those  surveyed 
approved  of  Reagan’s  economic  policies  —  up  from 
33.4  percent  a  year  ago.  Darden  said  43.7  percent 
approved  of  Reagan’s  handling  of  foreign  affairs  — 
up  six  points  from  a  year  ago  but  down  nine  points 
from  last  October. 

Darden  said  Mondale  was  preferred  by  44.5  per¬ 
cent  of  the  Democrats  and  independents  surveyed, 
while  Glenn  had  the  support  of  22.8  percent  and 
Jesse  Jackson  10.1  percent.

Around  Red  Square,  thousands  of 
Soviet  citizens  stood  in  line  for  hours 
in  12-degree  weather  to  get  a  rare 
close-up  look  at  the  man  who  led  the 
USSR  for  the  past  15  months. 

The  procession  at  Andropov’s  flow¬ 
er-bedecked  funeral  bier  disclosed  a 
surprise  —  that  Andropov’s  wife  sur¬ 
vived  him.  He  was  believed  to  be  a 
widower  and  his  official  obituary  did 
not  mention  his  family. 

Chernenko  and  the  other  men  of 
the  powerful  Politburo  observed 
three  minutes  of  silence  at  the  foot  of 
the  bier,  then  expressed  condolences 
to  his  relatives  —  beginning  with  an 
unidentified  woman  of  Andropov’s 
age. 

The  late  president’s  son,  Igor,  and 
a  woman  thought  to  be  his  daughter, 
Irina,  sat  on  either  side  of  the  older 
woman.  Igor  Andropov  broke  into 
tears  and  was  embraced  by  his 
father’s  former  colleagues. 

One  of  the  wreaths  on  Andropov’s 
bier  read,  “From  your  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren.” 


Many  of  the  world’s  most  promin¬ 
ent  leaders  will  attend  the  funeral. 
Vice  President  George  Bush  arrived 
in  London  on  Saturday  for  talks  with 
Prime  Minister  Thatcher  on  his  way 
to  lead  the  American  delegation. 

Bush  said  thie  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  viewed  the  trip  as  a  “turning 
point,  a  possibility  to  move  forward,” 
but  said  the  president’s  attendance 
might  not  have  been  appropriate 
“given  the  changes,  that  are  taking 
place.” 

Still,  Reagan  sounded  a  hopeful 


note  in  his  weekly  radio  address  from 
his  California  home. 

Saying  Andropov’s  death  was  not  a 
surprise,  he  said,  “The  importance  of 
the  U.S. -Soviet  relationship  makes 
his  passing  away  a  time  for  reflection 
on  where  that  relationship  is  I 


The  Soviet  leader’s  funeral  will  be 
accompanied  by  ornate  pageantry. 
The  government  coordinated  the 
assembly  and  transportation  Satur¬ 
day  of  Soviet  citizens  to  pass  by 
Andropov’s  bier.

Georgetown  tops  Cougars; 

Hoya  defense  stops  Durrant 


Razorbacks  upset  No.  1

When  BYU  was  preparing  to  meet 
third-ranked  Georgetown,  the  Cougars 
knew  they  would  have  to  play  a  near¬ 
perfect  game  to  have  a  chance  of  knocking 
off  the  Hoyas. 

The  Cougars  did  not  play  that  near¬ 
perfect  game  Saturday  as  they  dropped  a 
67-51  decision  to  Georgetown  in  a  national¬ 
ly  televised  contest. 

The  loss  dropped  the  Cougars’  record  to 
13-7,  while  Georgetown  improved  its 
mark  to  21-2.  Their  ranking  should  climb 
up  to  the  top  spot  after  No.  2  DePaul  and 
No.  1  North  Carolina  both  lost. 


Although  BYU  lost  by  16  points,  the 
Cougars  only  trailed  Georgetown  29-26  at 
the  half. 

But  then  Georgetown  Head  Coach  John 
Thompson  decided  to  switch  to  an  aggres¬ 
sive  man-to-man  defense  that  seemed  to 
wake  up  the  Hoyas  as  they  outscored 
BYU  19-7  to  increase  their  lead  to  48-33. 

After  that  streak,  the  Cougars  could 


never  mount  a  serious  threat  to  get  back 
into  the  game.  .  ' 

“When  we  went  to  the  man  defense, 
everyone  got  into  the  rhythm  a  lot  better,” 
said  Thompson. 

“We  needed  to  have  some  outside  shoot¬ 
ing,”  said  BYU  Head  Coach  Ladell 
Anderseri.  “You  can  get  away  with  no  out¬ 
side  shooting  against  some  teams,  but  you 
can’t  get  away  with  that  against  George¬ 
town.” 

BYU’s  four  guards  —  Chris  Nikche- 
vich,  Scott  Sinek,  Marty  Perry  and  Brian 
Taylor  —  shot  a  combined  7  of  27  from  the 
field.  Nikchevich  was  unable  to  hit  any  of 
his  10  shots. 

Despite  Nikchevich’s  poor  shooting, 
Andersen  refused  to  get  down  on  the  soph¬ 
omore  guard.  “Chris  is  the  type  who  might 
make  eight  in  a  row.” 

One  of  the  reasons  the  Cougars  could 
not  hit  their  shots  —  they  only  shot  34 
percent  from  the  field  for  the  entire  game 
—  was  the  Hoyas  had  a  hand  in  the  face  of 
every  shooter. 

“We  play  team  defense.  We  are  active 
and  we  are  quick.  There  aren’t  going  to  be 


many  spaces  open  on  the  floor  if  w'e  are 
there  mentally,”  Thompson  said. 

■  One  of  the  victims  of  Georgetown’s 
aggressive  defense  was  BYU’s  All- 
America  candidate  Devin  Durrant.  Dur¬ 
rant,  who  is  the  nation’s  leading  scorer, 
came  into  the  game  averaging  30. 1  points 
per  game.  The  Hoyas  held  him  to  a  season- 
low  13  points. 

“Today  he  obviously  did  not  have  one  of 
his  better  days,”  Thompson  said.  “But  he 
is  a  great  player.” 

While  Durrant  had  a  difficult  day,  cen¬ 
ter  Brett  Applegate  turned  in  a  solid  per¬ 
formance  for  the  Cougars  as  he  scored  14 
points  and  pulled  down  13  rebounds  while 
going  against  7-foot  Patrick  Ewing. 

Ewing  scored  13  points  for  the  Hoyas, 
but  it  was  the  play  by  Bill  Martin  that 
ignited  Georgetown. 

Martin,  who  made  all  eight  of  his 
attempts  from  the  field,  scored  a  career- 
high  23  points  and  pulled  down  a  game- 
high  15  rebounds  for  the  Hoyas. 

Thompson’s  Hoyas  also  had  three  play¬ 
ers  with  eight  points  and  one  with  six. 


PINE  BLUFF,  Ark.  (UPI)  —  Junior  forward 
Charles  Balentine  saved  a  loose  ball  from  going  out 
of  bounds  and  then  calmly  hit  a  five-foot  shot  from 
the  baseline  with  four  seconds  remaining  Sunday, 
bringing  19th-ranked  Arkansas  a  65-64  upset  vic¬ 
tory  over  previously  unbeaten  and  top-ranked 
North  Carolina.

North  Carolina,  which  fell  to  21-1,  took  its  onl 
lead  of  the  second  half  when  Michael  Jordan  sank 
12-foot  baseline  jumper  with  1:12  to  go  in  the  game 


“This  is  a  great  day  for  us,”  said  Arkansas  Coach 
Eddie  Sutton.  “I  said  before  the  game  that  if  we 
played  the  Tar  Heels  in  a  series,  they  would  win. 
They  would  probably  win  a  series  from  most  teams. 


“But  the  great  thing  about  college  basketball  is 
that  on  a  given  day  anything  can  happen.” 


Arkansas’  oft-maligned  bench  outperformed  the 
Tar  Heels  reserves  with  sophomore  forward  Dar¬ 
rell  Bedford  leading  the  way.  Bedford,  who  saw 
action  about  once  a  month  before  the  last  four 
games,  hit  all  six  shots  from  the  field  to  score  12 
points.  Six  of  those  came  in  Arkansas’  10-point  run 
late  in  the  first  half.

Pan  Am  tourney

With  a  dramatic  last-hole  putt  by  Cougar  senior 
■  Robert  Meyer,  BYU’s  golf  team  edged  defending 
NCAA  champion  Oklahoma  State  by  one  stroke  to 
win  the  Pan  American  International  Golf  Tourna¬ 
ment  on  Saturday  in  Monterrey,  Mexico. 

The  Cougars  won  the  final  hole  when  Meyer  hit  a 
“15-foot,  downhill  side-curling  birdie  putt,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  BYU  Coach  Karl  Tucker.  Meyer’s  birdie  on 
18  gave  BYU  a  total  of  864  for  even  par  in  the 
four-round  tournament. 

Twenty  teams  competed  in  the  85-degree  weath¬ 
er  at  the  par-72  Club  Campretre  course. 

Oklahoma  State  finished  one  behind  at  865,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Oklahoma  (869),  Texas  and  Texas  A&M 
(873),  Mississippi  (876),  Arkansas  (877),  Colorado 
(883),  Lamar  (890),  Missouri  (892),  New  Mexico 
and  Houston  Baptist  (896),  Florida  State  (901), 
Wichita  State  (919),  and  Oral  Roberts  (923). 

“I  told  my  players  we  were  going  to  be  in  a  lot  of 
tight  positions  this  season,  so  we  might  as  well  get 
in  the  thick  of  it  now,”  said  Tucker.  “These  players 
are  going  to  be  a  pleasure  to  coach.  We  were  the 
sentimental  favorite  of  the  500-person  crowd  in 
Mexico.” 

Mississippi’s  Dave  Peege  took  individual  honors 
with  a  nine-under  207.  British  amateur  champion 
Philip  Parkin  of  Texas  A&M  was  second  at  211. 

Meyer  was  tied  with  teammate  Rick  Fehr,  Okla¬ 
homa’s  Andy  McGee  and  Oklahoma  State’s  Tommy 
Moore  at  213. 

BYU’s  Rick  Gibson  finished  in  a  three-way  tie  at 
214  and  teammates  Eduardo  Herrera  and  Keith 
Goyen  had  224  and  226,  respectively. 

It  was  the  Cougars’  second  win  this  year  over  the 
defending  NCAA  champions.  In  September,  BYU 
beat  Oklahoma  State  to  win  the  William  H.  Tucker 
Intercollegiate  in  New  Mexico.

Kathy 
Denton,  seven  for  eight  from  the  line,  hit 
four  of  the  Cougars’ last  clinching  points. 
Karen  Hancock  also  hit  a  pair  from  the  line 
with  only  32  seconds  remaining  on  the 
clock. 


BYU  head  coach  Courtney  Leishman 
said  “Denton’s  free  throws  were  all  critic¬ 
al.  She  stepped  up  to  the  free  throw  line 
late  in  the  game  and  buried  some  big 
points  for  us.” 

Denton,  a  native  of  Las  Vegas,  said,  “It 
felt  good.  I  had  been  kind  of  hesitant  at  the 
line,  but  tonight  I  came  through.”

Packer  said  that  although  a  lot  of  priorities  change  when  chil¬ 
dren  come,  if  there  is  really  a  desire  to  finish  school  it  can  be  done.

After  all,  in  most  cases,  we 
are  expressing  our  deepest  feelings  and  we  want 
them  to  be  favorably  received,”  Martin  said  in  an 
interview. 

He  has  studied  the  relationship  between  valen¬ 
tines  and  the  personalities  of  the  people  who  choose 
them  and  he’s  convinced  “our  own  personality 
traits,  our  own  likes  and  dislikes,  invariably  enter 
into  the  selection.” 

Martin  said  the  choice  of  a  Peanuts  valentine 
indicates  you  are  usually  upbeat  and  possess  a 
strong  sense  of  humor.

Soviet  Union 
suspends  visas 
for  journalists 

PARIS  (UPI)  — 

Soviet  embassies 
around  the  world  have 
been  told  to  suspend  the 
visas  of  all  foreign  jour¬ 
nalists,  including  those 
already  issued,  a 
spokesman  at  the  Soviet 
Embassy  in  France  said 
today. 

“This  applies  to  all 
countries  and  until  we 
receive  further  instruc¬ 
tions,”  the  embassy 
spokesman  said. 

The  statement  on  the 
visa  suspension  came 
shortly  after  the 
announcement  in  Mos¬ 
cow  that  Soviet  Presi¬ 
dent  Yuri  Andropov 
died  Thursday  after  a 
long  illness. 


Safer  and  simpler  technique 
aids  heart  trouble  patients

SAN  FRANCISCO  (UPI)  —  Millions  of  Amer¬ 
icans  suffering  from  some  heart  disorders  can  be¬ 
nefit  from  a  new  diagnostic  technique  that  is  safer, 
simpler  and  cheaper  than  the  current  surgical 
method,  researchers  reported  Friday. 

Scientists  at  the  University  of  California  at  San 
Francisco  —  one  of  a  handful  of  American  centers 
to  use  the  technique  called  nuclear  phase  analysis 
—  said  there  were  no  known  risks  in  the  procedure 
they  have  studied  for  two  years. 

In  nuclear  phase  analysis,  doctors  inject  an  iso¬ 
tope  — a  radioactive  particle  —  into  a  blood  vessel 
and  photograph  the  beating  heart  with  a  camera 
that  is  sensitive  to  the  rays  emitted  by  the  isotope. 

The  procedure,  costing  $300-$400,  provides  in¬ 
formation  previously  available  only  through  car¬ 
diac  catheterization,  a  $3,000-$4,000  procedure  in 
which  a  small  tube  called  a  catheter  is  inserted  into 
a  major  blood  vessel  in  the  leg  and  threaded 
through  the  vessel  into  the  heart  muscle,  doctors 
said. 


Aside  from  being  costly,  catheterization  can  be 
risky  in  some  patients,  Dr.  Michael  Day,  a  UCSF 
instructor  in  nuclear  cardiology,  said  in  an  inter¬ 
view. 

“The  technique  can  serve  as  a  non-invasive 
screening  test  for  patients  with  heart  disease  who 
may  not  need  to  go  to  catheterization  and  surgery 
and  identify  those  who  will  benefit  from  the  inva¬ 
sive  route.”  - 

Day  said  before  the  technique  became  available, 
“the  only  way  we  could  map  the  regional  motion  of 
the  heart  and  gather  information  on  the  electrical 
activity  of  specific  areas  of  the  heart  was  through 
catheterization.” 

“There  are  no  other  diagnostic  techniques  which 
offer  the  visual  analysis  of  this  new  technique,”  he 
said. 

Nuclear  phase  analysis  maps  contraction  pat¬ 
terns  of  the  heart  caused  by  electrical  disturbances 
that  can  result  in  rapid  or  irregular  heart  beats.

MADISON,  Wis.  (UPI)  —  Dr.  Pe¬ 
ter  G.  Hanson  says  there’s  no  reason 
you  can’t  continue  a  running  program 
outdoors  all  winter  —  providing  you 
use  a  little  common  sense.

'designer'  candy 
at  exclusive  price 

ST.  LOUIS  (UPI)  —  A  St.  Louis  candy  shop  has 
just  the  thing  for  this  Valentine’s  day  —  a  $250  box 
of  chocolates. 

“People  are  actually  buying  them,”  said  Bud  Kol- 
brener.  who  was  23  a  decade  ago  when  he  bought 
the  tum-of-the-century  candy  firm  of  Karl  Bissin- 
ger  French  Confections. 

The  company  was  suffering  along  with  other 
small  businesses  during  the  recession  of  the  1970s. 
Kolbrener  steered  it  into  safer  financial  waters  by 
placing  snob-appeal  ads  in  ritzy  publications. 

The  company’s  specialties  include  fresh  raspber¬ 
ries  hand-dipped  in  chocolate  —  shipped  overnight 
and  sold  only  in  July  —  and  Valentine’s  Day  jigsaw 
puzzles  of  white  and  dark  chocolate. 

The  company’s  four-color  catalog,  sent  to  about 
250,000  regular  customers  six  times  a  year,  touts 
its  8-pound  extravaganza  for  $250  as  the  gift  sure  to 
impress. 

“Be  the  one  everyone  mentions  for  your  generos¬ 
ity,”  says  the  ad. 

Other  offerings  include  chocolate  truffles  at  $40  a 
pound,  a  30-piece  set  of  white  chocolate  dominoes 
for  $20,  and  a  box  of  11  Oreo  cookies,  each  covered 
in  chocolate  and  topped  with  a  candy  heart,  for  a 
mere  $10.50. 

“This  is  fun,”  Kolbrener  said,  “but  you  should  see 
the  beautiful  things  we  come  up  with  for  Easter.” 

Not  all  the  company’s  products  require  a  bank 
withdrawal.  Molasses  lollies  are  among  the  most 
popular  items,  at  35  cents  in  the  store  or  $12.75  a 
dozen  by  mail  order. 

The  most  luxurious  delicacies  are  Langtrys, 
available  only  by  special  order  because  they  keep 
only  12  hours.  The  delicacy  is  a  French  marshmal¬ 
low  dipped  first  in  fondant  and  then  in  chocolate. 
Company  founder  Karl  Bissinger  named  the  con¬ 
fection  for  British  stage  beauty  Lily  Langtry,  who 
died  in  1929  at  age  76.

Marriage  is  rich,  yet

Marriage  is  the  richest,  yet  most  complex  rela- 
tionship  two  people  will  ever  enter,  according  to 
marriage  counselors.  It  is  the  hardest  thing  two 
people  will  ever  do. 

But  many  couples,  especially  BYU  couples  who 
are  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day  Saints,  believe  marriage  means  living 
“happily  ever  after.”  They  think  the  marriage  will 
go  on  without  any  problems,  said  Dave  Connelly, 
counselor  and  executive  director  of  the  Utah  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Behavioral  Medicine  and  Human  Resources. 

“At  BYU,  everthing  is  magic,”  he  said.  “Mar¬ 
riage  is  glamorized  because  it  is  so  closely  tied  to 
LDS  beliefs.  Everyone  has  these  false  perceptions 
of  marriage.  Then  when  they  get  married,  they 
have  a  culture  shock.” 

Connelly  said  the  truth  about  marriage  is  that  it’s 
hard  work.  While  it  takes  two  to  make  a  good 
marriage,  it  only  takes  one  to  break  it. 

And  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  marriage  when  the 
myths  become  apparent.  This  is  when  the  new¬ 
lywed  couple  realizes  that  they  are  actually  “legal¬ 
ly,  psychologically  and  spiritually  bound.”  This  also 
occurs  when  the  economics  of  the  union  become 
real,  or  when  pregnancy  occurs,  said  Bradford 
Chappell,  a  private  counselor  and  a  part-time  facul¬ 
ty  member  at  BYU, 

Some  of  the  myths  that  cause  problems  in  mar¬ 
riage  include  the  ideas  that  there  will  be  no  conflict 
and  that  one  is  not  a  whole  person  until  he  is  mar¬ 
ried.  Many  feel  that  marriage  will  somehow  make  a 
person  more  acceptable  and  that  sexuality  can 
make  or  break  the  marriage. 

Chappell  said  many  couples  believe  there  should 
be  no  conflict  in  marriage.  Consequently  they  be¬ 
lieve  there  ought  to  be  no  differences  of  opinion  and 
there  ought  to  be  complete  unity. 

These  expectations  for  perfection  bring  a  lot  of 
disappointment,  Chappell  said,  because  that  ideal 
simply  does  not  exist.  “Nothing  brings  out  im¬ 
perfections  more  than  marriage.” 

Connelly  said  couples  have  to  realize  there  are 
problems  and  differences  of  opinion.  Even  former 
LDS  president  David  O.  McKay,  whom  many  be¬ 
lieve  never  fought  with  his  wife,  admitted  “there 
was  many  a  night  when  I  took  a  long  walk.” 

Bill  Birely,  also  a  counselor  and  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Utah  Center  for  Behavioral  Medicine  and 
Human  Resources,  said  a  lot  of  the  misconceptions 
people  have  are  derived  from  the  American  cul¬ 
ture. 

Songs  and  movies  persuade  individuals  that  it  is 
their  partners  who  make  them  happy,  not  them¬ 
selves,  he  said.  An  LDS  upbringing  also  fosters  the 
idea  from  the  scripture  “they  two  shall  be  one”  that 
people  are  incomplete  until  they  are  married. 

These  two  false  conceptions  lead  people  to  de¬ 
pend  on  their  spouses  to  fulfill  them,  and  the  result 
is  that  both  people  are  drained  and  begin  to  feel 
resentment,  contention  and  hostility,  Birely  said. 

“You  can’t  depend  on  external  things  for  happi¬ 
ness,”  Birely  said.  “Personal  responsibility  has  to 
be  paramount.” 

That’s  why  the  idea  that  marriage  makes  a  per¬ 
son  more  acceptable  is  also  faulty.  If  a  person  does 
not  love  himself  before  marriage,  why  should  he 
after  marriage,  he  said. 

Connelly  said  a  person  cannot  respect  his  spouse 
until  he  first  respects  himself. 

Connelly  recounted  an  incident  of  a  person  who 
has  a  lot  of  self-respect,  and  consequently,  the  abil¬ 
ity  to  love  others.  On  one  occasion  he  told  a  group  of 
teenagers,  “I’m  glad  you. got  to  meet  me.”  And  he 
meant  it.  J 

“The  Lord  commanded  Eve  to  fulfill  the  measure 


of  her  creation,  to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth 
and  to  go  and  dress  the  garden,  in  that  order  ” 
Connelly  said. 

The  sequence  is  significant,  he  said,  indicating 
that  self-development  comes  first,  then  family  and 
marriage,  then  the  world. 

Connelly  also  said  when  tension  rises  in  a  mar¬ 
riage,  sexual  intercourse  is  not  a  part  of  the  solu¬ 
tion,  as  many  believe.  “Sexuality  is  the  icing,”  he 
said.  “If  you  just  had  icing  all  the  time,  you  would 
get  sick.”. 

Workable  partnership 

Birely  added  that  if  the  cake  (the  workable  part¬ 
nership)  is  flat,  it  will  do  no  good  to  pile  on  lots  of 
icing. 

“But  put  it  with  a  good  cake,  and  it  is  so  good  ” 
Connelly  said. 

He  said  it  is  possible  to  have  cake  without  icing, 
alleviating  the  myth  that  a  couple  who  cannot  have 
sexual  intercourse  does  not  have  a  good  rela¬ 
tionship. 

Chappell  said  disenchantment  occurs  because 
the  glamor  is  gone  and  the  misconceptions  surface. 
“Let  the  other  person  know  exactly  why  you’re 
disappointed.  And  if  you  can’t  resolve  it,  for 
heaven’s  sake,  seek  out  counseling.” 

Connelly  said  disenchantment  is  one  of  the  most 
common  problems  among  young  couples.  But  it  is 
only  the  beginning.  After  it  has  started,  then  blam¬ 
ing  begins,  a  bad  habit  that  never  ends. 


complex 

The  solution,  the  counselors  said,  is  openness  and 
trust,  a  truthful  exchange  of  feelings  and  deep  com¬ 
munication. 

It  is  common  to  put  up  a  facade  at  BYU,  Birely 
said.  “Everyone  tries  to  be  Mark  or  Mary  Mormon. 
They’re  not  honest  with  themselves.” 

Express  feelings 

Recorded  messages  created  by  the  Utah  Center 
for  Behavioral  Medicine  and  Human  Resources 
suggest  these  points:  “Try  to  understand  the  other 
person’s  view,  express  your  own  feelings  calmly, 
stick  to  the  original  subject,  and  if  you  can’t  solve 
the  problem  immediately,  develop  a  plan  of  action.  ” 

The  messages  also  said  that  listening  is  a  skill 
that  should  be  developed.  “Practice  patience  and 
don’t  think  of  a  rebuttal.  Listen  for  the  meaning 
under  your  partner’s  words.” 

Connelly  said  spending  time  together  is  also  im¬ 
portant.  “People  typically  get  married  because 
they  have  something  special  together.  But  when 
they  get  married,  they  don’t  spend  as  much  time 
together  as  they  used  to.” 

Chappell  suggested  that  couples  have  a  weekly 
evaluation  of  their  relationship,  and  if  it  gets  out  of 
balance,  they  can  check  the  problem  before  it  be¬ 
comes  too  serious. 

Dates,,  conversations  and  planning  times  are  im¬ 
portant,  Birely  said.  “My  wife  and  I  sit  down  each 
week  and  block  out  time  that  will  be  our  time,  and 
we  don’t  let  anyone  infringe  on  it.”

‘President  Lincoln  is  a  joke  incarnated..  His  elec¬ 
tion  was  a  very  sorry  joke.  The  idea  that  such 
>uld  be  Presiden'  "  ’  ' 

.  very  ridiculous  joke  . 

But  then  the  war  was  over.  And  Lincoln  was 
dead  five  days  later.  Crowds  lined  the  railroad 
tracks,  many  of  them  crying,  while  the  body  of  the' 
President  was  taken  around  the  country  by  train. 
Lincoln  quickly  became  a  national  hero,  a  symbol 
for  the  tragedy  of  war. 

Lloyd  Lewis,  a  writer  for  The  Chicago  Tribune 
and  a  friend  of  Carl  Sandburg’s,  wrote  a  book  about 
Lincoln’s  rise  to  immortality.  “After  the  fashion  of 
dying  gods  in  older  worlds,  he  (Lincoln)  had  come 
stalking  up  from  among  the  people,  often  mocked, 
unrecognized  for  what  he  was  until  death  had 
claimed  him.  It  was  not  until  Abraham  Lincoln  had 
been  killed  and  his  body  shown  to  the  people  that  he 
was  understood  by  the  American  masses  to  have 
been  their  long-awaited  folk-god.” 

The  years  following  his  death  brought  a  wave  of 
romanticism  about  Lincoln.  He  was  portrayed  as 
the  tragic  figure,  “the  man  of  sorrows.”  Eugene  W. 
Chafin,  a  Lincoln  scholar  at  the  turn  of  the  century, 
carried  the  “man  of  sorrows”  theme  to  extremes, 
comparing  Lincoln’s  life  to  Christ’s.  He  placed  par¬ 
ticular  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  Civil  War, 
Lincoln’s  only  true  victory,  ended  on  Palm  Sunday, 
and  Lincoln  was  assassinated  the  following  Friday 
—  Good  Friday. 

,  Other  scholars  said  he  survived  a  pitiful  nomad¬ 
like  childhood,  with  a  cruel  and  indifferent  father 
and  a  mother  whose  legitimacy  was  not  known.  His 
hope  for  a  happy  life,  for  love,  died  with  Ann  Rut¬ 
ledge,  and  he  married  Mary  Todd,  who  haggled  him 
for  the  remainder  of  his  unhappy  life.  His  life  was  a 
failure  until  he  was  nominated  for  the  presidency. 

However,  all  of  these  notions  were  proven  false 
by  later  scholarship.  His  childhood  was  very  much 
like  other  children  of  frontier  farmers.  He  main¬ 
tained  a  courtship  and  correspondence  with  other 
girls  at  the  time  of  Ann  Rutledge’s  death,  and  he 
visited  her  only  once  the  week  before  she  died. 
Letters  between  Lincoln  and  his  wife,  Mary  Todd, 
showed  their  marriage  to  be  a  healthy,  affectionate 
one.  And  Lincoln  had  been  steadily  gaining  promin¬ 
ence  and  respect  in  Washington. 

Now  that  the  facts  of  Lincoln’s  life  are  largely 
longer  in  dispute,  biographers  have  turned  to  his 
mind  for  further  understanding.  They  discuss  his 
dreams,  his  ideas,  his  goals,  his  motivations.  One  of

JOHN  GLENN  —  He  calls  for  an  8-  to  10-million 
ton  reduction  in  sulphur  dioxide  emmissions  over 
the  next  11  years.  He  would  end  the  “reckless  sale 
of  millions  of  acres  of  public  lands.” 

Glenn  favors  nuclear  energy,  but  says  any  nuc¬ 
lear  proposals  must  include  environmental  protec¬ 
tions.  He  also  favors  equipping  the  EPA  with  more 
personnel  and  funds. 

GARY  HART  —  One  of  the  most  vocal  candi¬ 
dates  on  environmental  issues,  Hart  calls  for  a  ban 
on  landfill  disposal  of  dangerous  chemicals.  He  in¬ 
troduced  a  bill  requiring  a  12-million  ton  sulphur 
dioxide  reduction. 

He  would  increase  the  $1.6  billion  Superfund  by 
tenfold  and  place  controls  on  industry  to  stop  furth¬ 
er  pollution.  The  increased  money  would  stem  from 
a  new  heavy  tax  on  companies  producing  hazardous 
wastes.  The  tax  would  be  based  on  the  amount  of 
waste  produced. 

Hart  would  also  end  federal  subsidies  to  the  nuc¬ 
lear  power  industry  and  require  it  to  compete 
fairly. 

ERNEST  HOLLINGS  —  Hollings  favors  solar 
power  and  other  renewable  energy  sources,  but 
would  not  give  government  support  to  these  indus¬ 
tries.  He  also  favors  a  modestly  sized  and  realisti¬ 
cally  safe  nuclear  program. 

Hollings  has  been  active  in  ocean  protection  leg¬ 
islation  and  has  been  involved  with  two  bills  to 
require  reduction  of  sulphur  dioxide. 

JESSE  JACKSON  — Jackson  would  mandate  a 
12-ton  sulphur  dioxide  reduction.  He  calls  for  “a 
bolder,  more  active  Superfund  program.”  He  has 
plans  for  a  major  solar  heating  project  across  the 
country  which  would  create  jobs  for  the  unem¬ 
ployed  and  give  the  poor  an  opportunity  to  work 
with  new  technologies. 

Jackson  favors  phasing  out  the  nuclear  power 
industry.  He  opposes  the  auctioning  of  national 
lands  to  the  highest  bidder. 

GEORGE  MCGOVERN  —  McGovern  has  long 
been  associated  with  environmental  issues.  He 
says  existing  rules  and  laws  regulating  pollutants 
need  to  be  enforced.  He  also  calls  for  a  50  percent 
sulphur  dioxide  reduction  over  the  next  10  years. 
He  sees  Canadian  cooperation  as  necessary  to  stop 
acid  rains. 

He  would  use  the  unemployed  in  a  nationwide 
tree  planting  and  cleanup  program.  He  also  favors 
alternative  energy  forms  and  is  an  opponent  of 
nuclear  power. 

WALTER  MONDALE  —  Mondale  supports  a 
50  percent  reduction  in  sulphur  dioxide  emissions 
and  favors  using  existing  technology  to  help 
cleanup.  He  would  also  negotiate  a  treaty  with 

Mondale  given  support 
by  Philadelphia's  mayor 


Canada  to  help  reduction  of  pollutants. 

He  supports  full  funding  of  the  existing  environ¬ 
mental  government  agencies  and  would  restore 
conservation  funds  for  national  parks  and  wildlife 
refuges. 

RONALD  REAGAN  —  The  president  recently 
doubled  the  research  budget  for  the  acid  rain  prob¬ 
lem.  The  administration  feels  more  investigation 
into  the  problem  is  needed  before  it  recommends 
specific  controls. 

The  president  favors  nuclear  power  but  recog¬ 
nizes  the  need  for  safety  provisions.  Reagan  also 
favors  alternate,  energy  sources  and  energy  con¬ 
servation. 

Although  the  administration  has  been  responsi¬ 
ble  for  extensive  leasing  of  public  lands  to  industry, 
public  land  acreage  has  increased.under  the  Reagan 
administration.

vinced  Walter  Mondale 
can  lead  the  Democrats 
to  victory  against  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  in  Novem¬ 
ber  and  is  throwing  his 
support  behind  thq 
front-runner, 

Goode,  the  city’s  first 
black  mayor,  turned 
aside  requests  by  many 
black  political  leaders  to 
support  the  candidacy  of 
Jesse  Jackson  in 
announcing  his  endorse¬ 
ment  of  Mondale  in  a 
news  conference  at  In¬ 
dependence  Hall  Thurs¬ 
day. 

“I  have  examined  his 
record,  and  I  have 
spoken  with  the  leaders 
of  our  Democratic  Par¬ 
ty,”  Goode  said;  “I  have 
come  away  cpnvinced 
that  Walter  Mondale 
and  our  party  can  win 
the  White  House  in 
1984.” 

Mondale,  who  topk  a 
short  break  from  cam¬ 
paigning  in  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  for  the  nation’s 
first  primary  to  attend 
the  news  conference,  re¬ 
sponded  by  saying  if  he 
was  elected  president, 
the  city  could  count  on 
his,  assistance. 

“If  you  can  help  me 
get  to  the  White  House, 
Philadelphia  is  going  to 
have  a  very  good  friend 
in  that  White  House,” 


he  said. 

Goode  said  he  would 
support  Mondale  be¬ 
cause  he  believed  Mon¬ 
dale  could  best  benefit 
the  nation’s  fourth 
largest  city. 

“I’m  convinced  that  a 
Mondale  administration 
will  address  the  needs  of 
Philadelphia  and  the 
needs  of  all  of  the  Phi- 
ladelphias  of  our  na¬ 
tion,”  Goode  said.  “Phi¬ 
ladelphia  can  be  the  key 
to  Pennsylvania  and 
Pennsylvania  can  be  the 
key  to  the  White 
House.”

BEIT  MERI,  Lebanon  (UPI)  — 
President  Amin  Gemayel,  counting 
on  continued  support  from  President 
Reagan,  vowed  Sunday  to  remain  in 
office  and  lead  Lebanon  toward  peace 
at  the  head  of  a  new  government  of 
national  unity. 

“The  presidential  institution  is 
more  important  than  the  person,” 
said  Gemayel,  who  appeared  fresh 
and  cheerful  at  a  news  conference  de¬ 
spite  the  most  severe  crisis  of  his  18- 
month-old  presidency. 

Gemayel,  who  heads  the  minority 
Christian-dominated  government, 
said  he  expected  a  “broadly  based 
new  government”  to  be  announced  at 
a  second  national  reconciliation  con¬ 
ference  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  on 
Feb.  27. 

Druze  and  Shiite  Moslems  are  seek¬ 
ing  greater  participation  of  the  coun¬ 
try’s  Moslem  majority  in  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

As  he  spoke,  government  artillery, 


positioned  around  the  hilltop  home  of 
his  senior  adviser,  Ghassan  Tueni,  in 
a  suburb  east  of  Beirut,  blasted  rebel 
Druze  positions  on  the  opposite 
mountain. 

Beirut  radio  said  the  army  clashed 
with  the  Druze  Moslem  militias  for 
two  hours,  raising  doubts  that  a  con¬ 
ference  could  be  convened. 

The  43-year-old  Lebanese  presi¬ 
dent,  who  conceded  he  could  not 
guarantee  the  conference  would  take 
place,  said  he  was  confident  the  war¬ 
ring  factions  would  agree.

Nabih  Berri,  whose  Shiite  Moslem 
militia  took  control  of  west  Beirut 
from  Gemayel’s  government  six  days 
ago,  also  has  demanded  Gemayel  step 
down. 

Tueni  and  Lebanese  Foreign  Minis¬ 
ter  Elie  Salem,  also  present  at  the 
news  conference,  said  Gemayel  would 
present  a  28-point  program  for  consti¬ 
tutional  reform  to  be  discussed  in 
Geneva.

'Dead  man's  '  cough  stuns  nurses 


LIBERTYVILLE,  Ill.  (UPI)  —  A 
“dead  man”  who  stunned  nurses  by 
coughing  as  they  were  preparing  to 
take  out  his  organs  was  in  critical  con¬ 
dition  Thursday  fighting  for  his  life. 

“He’s  improving.  I’m  a  positive 
thinker.  I’m  hoping  for  a  miracle,” 
Genevieve  Supergan,  who  had  signed 
death  certificate  papers  when  her  son 
was  pronounced  dead  Monday,  re¬ 


ported  the  Chicago  Sun-Times. 

“It  is  really  frightening,”  she  said. 

Alan  Supergan,  20,  suffered  mas¬ 
sive  brain  injuries  in  a  car  accident  in 
which  he  was  charged  with  drunken 
driving  and  was  taken  to  Condell 
Memorial  Hospital.  Doctors  told  Su- 
pergan’s  family  his  situation  was 
hopeless  and  the  family  ordered  his 
life-support  systems  cut  off  and  his 


organs  donated. 

But  Tuesday,  as  doctors  and  nurses 
prepared  to  remove  Supergan’s 
heart,  kidneys  and  liver,  he  coughed. 
He  was  listed  in  critical  condition 
Thursday. 

It  was  the  second  time  in  the  same 
day  organ  donor  surgery  was  halted 
by  signs  of  life.  Doctors  at  a  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  hospital  canceled  surgery  to 
remove  a  “dead”  man’s  liver  when  his 
feet  started  twitching  involuntarily. 
The  patient,  who  had  been  in  a  car 
accident,  was  declared  dead  nine 
hours  before  surgery  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Tennessee’s  Howard  F.  Bowld 
Hospital  began. 

“This  is  an  extremely  flukey  and 
rare  event,”  said  Gary  Hall,  organ 
transplant  coordinator  at  the  Tennes¬ 
see  hospital. 

Supergan’s  parents  were  already 
planning  his  funeral  and  the  Lake 
County  coroner  had  listed  him  as  dead 
of  injuries  suffered  in  a  one-car  acci¬ 
dent  Feb.  2. 

Dr.  Meneleo  Avila,  a  neuro¬ 
surgeon,  said  Supergan  showed  no

“They  stopped  everything  and  cal¬ 
led  me,”  he  said.  “Since  then  he  has 
improved  a  little  more.  He  now 
moves.  It  is  a  reflex  move  but  move¬ 
ment  nonetheless.”

He 
was  charged  with  drunken  driving, 
transportation  of  open  alcohol,  run¬ 
ning  a  stop  sign  and  driving  without  a 
valid  auto  registration.

BOSTON  (UPI)  —  A  new  study 
shows  that  large  errors  in  the  estima¬ 
tion  of  blood-sugar  levels  in  diabetics 
are  the  rule,  rather  than  the  excep¬ 
tion,  but  there  is  a  blood  test  that 
offers  a  solution. 

In  the  study  released  Thursday,  di¬ 
abetes  experts  say  close  analysis  of 
long-term  average  blood-sugar  levels 
in  all  diabetics  is  essential  to  their 
proper  care,  but  the  usual  tests  used 
to  measure  blood  sugar  levels  only 
give  the  immediate  value,  which 
fluctuates  wildly. 

An  article  in  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine  and  accompany¬ 
ing  editorial  recommend  a  test  that 
has  been  available  for  the  past  five 
years  called  a  glycosylated  hemoglo¬ 
bin  assay.  Instead  of  measuring  the 
amount  of  sugar  floating  in  the  blood 
stream,  the  test  measures  the  amount 
of  sugar  attached  to  the  hemoglobin 
molecules  in  the  red  blood  cells. 


The  test  is  believed  far  more  accu¬ 
rate  in  determining  the  average  blood 
glucose  levels  over  a  period  of 
months. 

The  study  conducted  by  Dr.  David 
M.  Nathan,  director  of  the  Diabetes 
Clinic  at  Massachusetts  General  Hos¬ 
pital,  found  that  24  percent  of  all  aver¬ 
age  blood  glucose  levels  were  way  off. 

“Medical  practitioners’  estimates  of 
glucose  control  in  patients  with  di¬ 
abetes  differed  markedly  from  the 
mean  blood  glucose  level,”  said  Dr. 
David  E.  Goldstein  of  the  University 
of  Missouri  in  his  accompanying  edito¬ 
rial.  “(Nathan’s)  data  demonstrates 
the  limitations  of  traditional  clinical 
judgment  and  laboratory  procedures 
in  providing  an  accurate  assessment 
of  blood  glucose  control  in  such  pa¬ 
tients.  The  data  indicated  that  gly¬ 
cosylated  hemoglobin  should  be  mea¬ 
sured  routinely  to  monitor  glucose 
control.”

U.S.  lawmakers 
neglect  to  return 
expense  money

WASHINGTON 
(UPI)  —  Dozens  of  con- . 
gressmen  on  overseas 
trips  last  year  were 
wined  and  dined  by  fore¬ 
ign  governments,  U.S. 
embassies  and  military 
escorts  carrying 
$900,000  in  “big  black 
money,”  but  failed  to  re¬ 
turn  any  daily  expense 
money.  - 

The  double  dipping, 
which  often  appears  to 
conflict  with  Senate 
rules,  allowed  congress¬ 
men  and  senators  to  live 
the  high  life  while  over¬ 
seas  on  357  taxpayer- 
paid  trips  in  fiscal  1983. 
Sometimes,  they 
apparently  pocketed  lef¬ 
tover  expense  money. 

Congress  sets  aside 
no  personnel  to  audit  its 
expenditures  on  foreign 
trips,  United  Press  In¬ 
ternational  and  the  Bet¬ 
ter  Government  Asso¬ 
ciation  learned  in  a  four- 
month  review  of  foreign 
travel.  Members  receiv¬ 
ing  per  diem  are  not  re¬ 
quired  to  submit  de¬ 
tailed  expense  accounts. 

On  a  six-country  tour 
of  the  Mediterranean 
last  August,  a  Navy 
escort  officer  used  Pen¬ 
tagon  funds,  to  buy  $947 
in  meals  for  Sen.  Robert 
Hasten,  R-Wis.,  and 
three  aides,  according  to 
Navy  files. 

None  of  the  four,  who 
each  also  received 
$1,103  in  per  diem 
money  to  cover  all  meals 
and  lodging  on  the  trip, 
paid  back  any  money  to 
the  treasury  upon  re¬ 
turning  home.  Through 
a  spokesman,  Hasten 


said  that  sometimes  his 
lodging  and  other  ex¬ 
penses  exceeded  his  per 
diem,  which  depending 
on  the  country  ranges 
between  $75  and  $162  a 
day.  He  said  he  gave  all 
his  per  diem  to  a  milit¬ 
ary  escort  officer  “for 
safety  and  security”  and 
the  escort  took  care  of 
all  expenses. 

Senate  rules  state 
that  per  diem  allo¬ 
wances  “shall  be  used 
solely  for  lodging,  food 
and  related  expenses” 
and  that  members  must 
return  money  not  used 
for  those  purposes. 

However,  the  rules 
and  less  stringent 
House  language  make 
no  mention  of  require¬ 
ments  to  return  money 
if  funds  or  enterainment 
from  other  sources  leave 
a  congressman  money  to 
dine  more  elegantly  or 
stay  in  a  luxury  hotel. 

UPI  and  the  BGA,  in 
a  review  of  thousands  of 
Army,  Navy  and  Air 
Force  travel  vouchers, 
found  Pentagon  escorts 
paid  $903,970  for  meals, 
lodging,  refreshments, 
tips  and  other  expenses 
of  congressional  foreign 
travelers. 

Tracing  more  than 
$21.6  million  in  congres¬ 
sional  overseas  travel 
costs  in  fiscal  1983,  UPI 
and  the  BGH  found 
roughly  $1  million  in  per 
diem  money  was  doled 
out  to  members  of  Con¬ 
gress  and  their  aides.
